AN APPEAL 

To the People of Otoe and adjoining Counties. 


Chicago, the commercial heart of the North-West, has been consumed by fire. Her places of business, the 
homes of her people, her newspapers, her schools and her churches are levelled in a common desolation.— 
More than a hundred thousand human beings are to-day shelterless anq foodless amidst the ruins of their in¬ 
dustries. The sacrifice of human life has been appalling. We cannot estimate it. We could riot if we would, 
we would not if we could describe the desolation and death that have, like an avalanche, buried from sight a 
great and active commercial mart. 

These ghastly facts, these giant woes, speak to the heart, to the sympathy, to the benevolence of this com¬ 
munity with a voice so potential that words of exhortation to be liberal, to be generous, to exercise charity, from 
us, are utterly needless. 

The undersigned were appointed by a public meeting of the citizens of Nebraska City held on Tuesday eve¬ 
ning, Oct. 10th, a committee to make to you this appeal. 

“All things whatsoever ye would that men should do to you, do ye even so to them. ”

In conclusion, we, in accordance with the resolution of Chief Justice Mason, which was unanimously adopt¬ 
ed at the meeting last evening, suggest to the property owners and business men of Nebraska City the propriety 
of inviting, through means of responsible and authorized committees, the manufacturers of agricultural imple¬ 
ments and other skilled laborers whose factories have been destroyed in Chicago, to come to Nebraska City, receive 
here our hospitality and our liberal pecuniary aid to rebuild. We can to such give blocks of lots for their work¬ 
shops, lots for homes to their artizans, and the advantages of free education to their children. 

Such men and such interests can be made permanently a part of our ^>wn prosperity. We need them; they 
need our bountifui soil and its cheap products. We urge this thought upon your attention; we deem it worthy of 
your immediate and united action.
